Comment  on  Vital  Statistics 

With  the  total  of  live  births  for  the  year  nearly  six  times 
the  local  figure  of  registered  deaths,  Stevenage  is  again  shown  a 
very  young  town.  At  5«3  the  local  death  rate  is  far  below  the 
national  rate  of  11.5  reflecting  the  much  younger-than-average  dis¬ 
tribution  of  new  population,  and  the  Comparability  Factor  of  2.05 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  produces  a  standardised1  death 
rate  of  only  10.8. 


A  disquieting  local  figure  is  the  return  by  the  Registrar  General 
of  8  deaths  (all  male)  among  residents  caused  by  Motor  Vehicle 
Accidents. 


'The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1957  of  26,560  (an  increase 
of  4,520)  is  already  out  of  date  through  continued  inward  migration. 

The  local  stillbirth  and  infant  mortality  rates  continued  to 
fall  well  below  the  national  figures.

SECTION  F 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over.  Infectious  8c  Other  Diseases 

For  the  year  1957  total  notifications  of  acute  infectious 
diseases  (after  correction)  were:  Measles  1,011;  Whooping  cough  106, 
Scarlet  fever  17,  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Paralytic  15,  Non-Paralytic  12) 
25;  Acute  Pneumonia  8;  Erysipelas  6;  Puerperal  pyrexia  3 5  Dysentery  3; 
and  Acute  Encephalitis  (post-infectious)  1. 

The  local  population  with  its  high  proportion  of  children 
showed  a  very  heavy  incidence  of  Measles,  mainly  in  the  first  quarter 
but  continuing  through  the  year;  probably  due  to  the  very  considerable 
acceptance  of  vaccination  of  infants  against  the  illness  Whooping 
cough  was  much  less  frequent,  falling  mainly  into  the  second  quarter. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  relatively  infrequent,  with  quarterly  distri¬ 
bution  7,3>2  and  5;  the  incidence  was  confined  to  infant  school  and 
pre-school  ages  and  the  severity  reported  almost  uniformally  mild. 

Acute  Pneumonia  occurred  almost  wholly  in  the  last  quarter  as 
an  accompaniment  of  Asian  influenza. 

The  most  important  local  infectious  disease  was  undoubtedly 
Acute  Poliomyelitis,  which  really  comprised  two  separate  outbreaks: 
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(a)  A  Winter  (unusual  season)  Outbreak,  lasting  from  the 
beginning  of  January  until  May,  confined  to  the  half 
of  the  town  north  of  the  Fairlands  Valley;  spread  of 
infection  could  be  deduced  in  three  junior-infant 
school  populations,  though  in  some  cases  the  victim 
was  the  parent  and  the  child  only  a  carrier.  The 
spread  of  infection  lingered  longer  in  the  Bedwell 
area. 

(b)  A  Summer  Outbreak,  mildly  explosive  in  late  July,  in 
the  Roebuck/Marymead  area,  following  the  first  (adult) 
case  south  of’ the  Fairlands  valley  in  late  June.  Any 
carrier  spread  in  schools  was  fortunately  cut  short  by 
the  onset  of  the  summer  school  vacation  but  there  was 

a  further  spread,  with  proportionately  more  adult  cases, 
in  contiguous  areas  inside  and  outside  the  town. 

In  certain  families  where  culture  of  virus  was  possible  there 
was  evidence  of  widespread  carrier  state  (probably  very  temporary). 
Practitioners  also  reported  having  seen  numerous  cases  of  suspicious 
illness  of  short  duration  not  sufficiently  severe  or  lasting  to  justify 
a  definite  diagnosis  of  acute  poliomyelitis. 

In  all  cases  where  laboratory  isolation  from  faeces  of  the  virus 
was  acc omplished 1  Virus  Is  Type  was  reported. 

In  all,  the  disease  was  the  cause  of  death  of  3  persons  (all 
adult), while  there  was  residual  paralysis  of  a  degree  sufficiently 
serious  to  occasion  some  partial  disablement  or  continual  orthopaedic 
treatment  in  5  children  and  7  adults. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  for  another  year.  Nevertheless 
the  offer  of  immunisation  against  this  formerly  dreaded  disease  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  accepted  by  a  good  proportion  of  parents.

COMMENT:  New  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  the  local  population 

during  the  year  number  l6  respiratory  cases  (9  males  and 
7  females)  and  3  non-respiratory. 

In  addition  there  is  again  recorded  a  considerable  number 
of  inward  transfers  (31  in  all)  -  chiefly  persons  mainly 
at  a  quiescent  stage  of  disease  seeking  a  specially 
favourable  environment  for  a  quiet  and  well  regulated  life.

Deaths  number  two,  one  in  a  middle  aged  male  and 
one  a  child  from  tuberculous  meningitis  (with  a 
primary  lung  focus),  finally  allocated  to  primary 
respiratory  disease.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1957. 

SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
i)  Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Undertaking  is  now  vested  in  the  Stevenage 
Development  Corporation.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  boreholes 
Nos.  1  and  2  at  Whitehall  Pumping  Station  from  which  about 
million  gallons  per  day  are  obtained.  The  Station  is  capable 
of  supplying  some  3«7  million  gallons  per  day  when  this  is 
required  by  future  development.  The  storage  arrangement  at 
Pin  Green  consists  of  two  service  reservoirs,  each  of  2  million 
gallon  capacity  with  a  high  level  Water  Tower,  which  will  hold 
yz  million  gallons.  The  Water  Tower  is  not  yet  in  use  except 
as  a  supply  to  some  cottages. 

A  reserve  of  about  million  gallons  a  day  is  available 
from  the  boreholes  at  Broomin  Green.  This  supply  is  used  only 
for  research  purposes  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Indust¬ 
rial  Research  at  present,  and  would  require  to  be  specially 
chlorinated  before  being  used  for  drinking  purposes,  as  the 
supply  is  subject  to  periodic  contamination. 

The  water  supply  is  regularly  sampled  by  me,  and  during 
the  year  123  samples  wore  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Luton  for  bacteriological  examination;  111 
of  these  samples  were  highly  satisfactory,  6  were  satisfactory,  2 
suspicious,  and  3- unsatisfactory.  85  samples  were  also  taken 
by  the  Stevenage  Development  Corporation’s  analyst  Messrs.  Rideal, 
Rideal  &  Sciver,  London  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
proved  satisfactory;  4  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  showed  no  radical  departure  from  the  typical  under¬ 
ground  water  supply  in  the  area. 

The  3  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  wells  or 
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boreholes.  The  use  of  2  of  these  sources  for  drinking  water 
has  been  discontinued;  alternative  supplies  being  made  avail¬ 
able.  In  the  remaining,  case ,  satisfactory  samples  were 
obtained  following  cleansing  of  the  pump  filter. 

The  "suspicious"  water  samples  were  taken  from  a  mains 
supply  in  a  building  in  which  new  cold  water  pipe  work  had 
been  installed.  Chlorination  of  the  pipes  together  with  re- 
washering  of  the  taps  cleared  up  the  trouble,  and  subsequent 
samples  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area  is  being 
maintained. 

ii)  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Town's  foul  water  drainage  is  at  present  treated 
at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  works,  although  some  of  the 
newly  developed  areas  drain  to  the  Ryemead  works  at  Hertford. 
The  Council  intend  to  close  their  works  in  the  early  part  of 
1958  and  divert  all  foul  water  drainage  to  Ryemeada. 

iii)  Refuse  Collection 

The  Public  Cleansing  Services  are  controlled  by  the 
Council's  Surveyor.  Controlled  tipping  is  no  longer  carried 
out  in  the  town  and  refuse  is  transported  some  11  miles  to  a 
site  at  Waterford. 

iv)  Knackers  Yard 


There  is  one  licensed  Knackers  Yard  in  the  town  which 
has  recently  been  improved  and  is  now  of  model  design,  having 
vi ell  constructed  lairages,  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  deep 
freeze  store,  electrical  hoists  and  saws,  and  a  separate  slaughter¬ 
ing  booth.  Fly-proof  bays  for  the  storage  of  hides  and  bones 
are  also  provided.  The  premises  are  well  maintained  and  pasture 
land  is  also  available.

iv)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

During  the  year,  apart  from  ipeat  condemned  at  the  private 
slaughterhouses  10.  cv;ts.  1  qr .  21  lbs.  14  ozs.  of  foodstuffs 
were  condemned  at  various  food  premises  in  the  town.  All  con¬ 
demned  food  is  stained  with  a  naphthalene  dye  and  removed  from 
the  food  shops  by  the  Council's  Refuse  Collection  Service; 
strict  control  is  exercised  over  its  disposal. 

v )  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations . 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  town. 

156  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  obtained  during  the  year  -  l4l 
of  which  proved  satisfactory,  15  samples  were  unsatisfactory. 
Most  of  these  unsatisfactory  samples  were  of  the  Cream  Lolly 
type,  and  details  of  the  Bacteriologist's  reports  were  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

2  premises  in  the  town  are  licensed  by  the  Council 
for  private  slaughtering  and  19  persons  are  licensed  as 
slaughtermen . 

During  the  year  5913  animals  were  slaughtered  and 
inspected  at  the  private  slaughterhouses  and  .2  tons.  5  cwts. 

3  qrs.  27  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  humnan  consumption. 

Over  2,000  more  animals  have  been  slaughtered  in  the 
town  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  a  complete  system  of  meat  inspection  has  still  been 
maintained,  but  this  has  only  been  made  possible  by  your 
officers  working  in  the  evenings  after  normal  office  hours, 
and  on  certain  week-ends  and  public  holidays. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  regulations  limiting  the  hours  of 
slaughter  will  soon  be  made  thus  facilitating  100%  meat  in¬ 
spection  throughout  the  country,  and  relieving  the  inspectorate 
of  such  excessive  overtime  working. 

Condemned  meat  is  stained  and  then  taken  to  the  licensed 
Knackers  Yard  in  the  town  where  it  is  either  used  for  animal 
feeding  or  despatched  to  a  nearby  factory  which  processes  such 
material  for  fertilisers.
